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‘Break Up Y our Fallow Ground, ; 


And Sow Not Among Thorns’

Break Up Your Hearts 


To break up your fallow ground 
means to break up your heart! 
Strange as it may seem one can 
break his own heart. One can be 
burdened, can be penitent, can 
mourn over his sins, if he will. All 
spiritual emotions and acts that 
please God must come from the 
human will surrendered to the will 
of God. There is a moral quality 
in believing and it is wicked not 
to believe in Christ, not to believe 
the Bible, not to trust God to keep 
His promises. So we can set our- 
selves to seek God, to turn our 
hearts from sin, to afflict ourselves 
in Godly sorrow for sin. James 
4:9 commands: “Be afflicted, and 
mourn, and weep: let your laughter 
be turned to mourning, and your 
joy to heaviness...” In the same 
passage Christians are commanded 
to “submit” to God, to “draw nigh 
to God, to “cleanse’’ hands, to 
“purify” hearts, to “humble” self. 
In all these matters, turning to 
God, seeking his face, man deliber- 
ately acts. The spirit of God does 
move on our hearts, and leads us 
to repentance, but repentance does 
not come unless the sinner himself 
repents, so we will not be turned 
to God unless we wish to turn. We 
will not be revived unless we seek 
revival. Our hearts will never be 
broken up in a way pleasing to God 
unless we set out to have them 
broken. It is proper for a Chris- 
tian to be afflicted and mourn, to 
weep and to humble himself. It is 
proper for every Christian who 
“wants a revival, a transformed 
life, who wants to “sow in right- 
eousness and reap in mercy” 
(Hosea 10:12) by all means to 
seek a broken heart, literally to 
break up the fallow ground of his 
own heart. I beg you, Christian 
man, woman, and child who reads 
this to break up the fallow ground 
of your heart! 


As we study to be joyful when 
happiness is proper so let us study 
to mourn and be penitent when we 
should have broken hearts to seek 
revival. 


On Thanksgiving day we have 
feasts, public services of praise. 
We assemble ourselves with laugh- 
ter and fellowship and rejoicing in 
every home. At Christimas time 
we decorate with lights and ever- 
greens, with tinsel and color and 
holly. We send presents one to an- 
other. We make merry with feasts 
and holidays visiting. We cultivate 
joy when it is time for joy, then 
why not cultivate sorrow when it 
is time to seek God, to mourn 
over sins and to have broken 
hearts ? 


The Lost Art of Mourning and 
Repentance 


Bible Christians knew the for- 
gotten art of seeking after God. 
They were accustomed to prayer 
and fasting, to’ periods of mourn- 
ing over sin. Daniel is an example. 
As he considered the desolation of 
Jerusalem during the captivity, 
Daniel was led to have a broken 
heart and seek after God. He said, 

“And I set my face unto the 

Lord God, to seek by prayer 

and supplications,. with fast- 

ing, and sackcloth, and ashes: 
“And I prayed unto the 

Lord my God, and made my 

confession, and said...” (Dan. 
9:3, 4); and then follows the most 
heart-broken out-pouring of con- 
fession, confession of Daniel’s sins, 
confession of the sins of his people 


| 


and the kings, that one ever read. | 
Daniel set himself unto the Lord 
God “to seek by prayer and sup- 
plication, with fasting, and sack- 
cloth and ashes.” If we set our- 
selves that way we can have a 
broken heart, can have the fal- 
low, idle, barren, thorn-infested, 
fruitless ground of our lives broken 
up in a way that can please God. 
Then when we sow the fields we 
sow in good ground that will bring 
forth fruit to God. 


Study the prayer of Daniel when 
he set his face to seek God, to seek 
by prayer, supplication, fasting, 
sackcloth and ashes and confession. 
That prayer is continued in Daniel 
9:4-19. In it Daniel reminded him- 
self and reminded God of all the 
sins that had broken the heart of 


God, had brought his grief and 
wrath upon Israel and Judah and | 
Jerusalem. Daniel did not forget, | 
did not cover up, did not minimize 
sin but rather he dwelt upon it 
and mentioned the sins, the wicked- 
ness, the rebellion, the departing 
from God, the refusal of Israel to 
hear. He repeated before God the 
curses, the evil, the reproach, the | 
displeasures that were upon God’s | 
people for their sins! In that| 
prayer Daniel mentioned the sins! 
of Israel twenty-one times. It is 
certain that Daniel’s heart was 
more broken at the close of the 
prayer than at the beginning. His 
pride was more humbled, his will 
more surrendered, no doubt, after 
a review of Israel’s departure from 
God and God’s wrath upon Israel. 
So all those who set themselves 
deliberately to mourn before God 
until their hearts are broken up 
and their fallow ground is plowed 
and the thorns removed can seek 
and find broken hearts in a way 
that is pleasing to God. O ye

A Book, A Jew And A Miracle 


How A New Testament Led A Jew to Christ In Vienna, and 
Sent Him 5,000 Miles To Win His Brother 


By Jacob Gartenhaus, Southern 
Baptist Missionary to the Jews 


How I had always looked for- 
ward to the hour when I would 
be on a ship bound for that won- 
derful land, America! For years 
my.ambition was to seek my for- 
tune in that land flowing with milk 
and honey and I was determined 
that no obstacle would ever be 
powerful enough to keep me from 
obtaining that goal. And thus, 
when the way was finally opened 
for me to go, in vain did my par- 
ents plead with me to abandon the 
idea, making all sorts of tempting 
offers. Nothing could deter me; I 
was on the threshold of a new and 
successful life and could not let 
the opportunity go by. 


An atmosphere of settled gloom 
came upon our home as mother 
and father thought of their de- 
feated hopes and plans that their 
boy would one day become a re- 
nowned rabbi. Now they would 
perhaps never see him again. 


A Visit to Vienna 


Soon final arrangements were 
made for my departure and realiz- 
ing that I would perhaps never see 
my loved ones again, I stopped off 
for a visit with my grandparents 


and then proceeded to Vienna to 


see my brother. He was then a 
brilliant teacher in one of the Jew- 
ish schools of learning there, and 
was regarded as a celebrity among 
the people of his own home town 
and held in no less esteem in the 
larger city of his residence. He 
met me at the station and what a 
delightful reunion it was after sev- 
eral years of separation! 


But something different about 
him did not escape me. Nothing 
was said, however, until we reached 
his room and then, upon learning 
that my stay there was a question 
of hours, he lost no time in relating 
to me the following story: 


Some time before, the word had 
gone around that section of the city 
that there was a man from Eng- 
land who was stopping at the ho- 
tel. He was a Meschumed (apos- 
tate) and had sinful literature with 
him; the purpose ‘of his coming 
was to mislead the Jews. And the 
entire section began to seethe at 
this information. Soon the ques- 
tion was raised by various young 
men: “Why.doesn’t Jehovah strike 
him dead if he is engaged in the 
work of destroying faith in God 
and in leading God’s people 
astray?” This question seemed 
reasonable and many expected 
ust that to happen. The rabbis 


arned the people that this man 


had some occult power and that 
harm would come to anyone get- 
ting too close to him. 


"Dared Not Go Near" 


The chief point for discussion in 
the synagogue was this stranger 
and his awful work. Warnings 
were sounded and every attempt 
was made to fortify the faith of 
all. Such dreadful things were said 
about this stranger and his little 
books that the curiosity of the 
young men was stimulated to see 
this fearful character. If only one 
of his books might fall into their 
hands, but they dared not go near 
the hotel in which he lived! In 
the restaurants and on the streets 
they talked about the affair but 
only when they were sure their 
elders were nowhere near. So much 
as hinting an interest other than 
hatred in this renegade Jew would 
bring upon them the displeasure of 
the leaders of their people, not 
only religiously but in a business 
and social way. 

And my brother shared this deep 
interest along with the other young 
men. If the little books were so 
terrible, he thought, they surely 
could not influence intelligent peo- 
ple. And another thing, why was 
this man spending so much money 
without hoping to get any returns?

Christians, break up the fallow 
ground of your hearts! All the 
things that are wrong with us are 
wrong in the heart. Our sins, our 
prayerlessness, our worldliness, our 
absorption in trivial things, our 
carelessness about souls, our spir- 
itual blindness, these all proceed 
from our hearts, stubborn, carnal, 
sin-cursed, unbroken hearts! Our 
lack of revival does not proceed 
from circumstances. Our fruitless- 
ness, our barrenness is not a fault 
of the head, it is a black sin of 
the heart! It is not so much that 
our minds need to be taught, but 
rather that our hearts need to be 
broken up. May God give us grace 
to set about to seek the broken 
and contrite heart that God will 
not despise. 


David's Broken Heart and How 


He Got It 


David knew how to seek God 
and Psalm 51 gives the picture of 
his heart as he sought God after 
he had fallen into the horrible sin 
with Bathsheba. I suggest that if 
you are yourself backslidden, with 
not the same joy or fruitfulness 
that once was yours, not quite the 
same fervor in prayer, the same 
interest in the Scripture nor the 
same zeal in soul winning that you 
once had, that you set yourself to 
quietly meditate over this fifty- 
first Psalm. Read it prayerfully, 
read it with tears, make its con- 
fession, its burden, its shame, its 
pleading, its holy vows, your own. 
How many times I have gone back 
to this Psalm to weep over my 
own cold heart and to beg God, 
“Hide thy face from my sins and 
blot out my iniquities. Create in 
me a clean heart, O God; and re- 
new a right spirit within me” 
(Psalm 51:9, 10). 

When David had first committed 
adultery with Bathsheba and had 
caused her husband to be killed 
that the sin might not be known, 
David tried to cover up the sin. He 
did not confess it to God, he did not 
lament it, he did not even frankly 
face the matter in his own heart 
until the faithful prophet, Nathan, 
came and said, “Thou art the 
man,” according to II Samuel 12. 
Only then did David really face 
his sin. But when David saw how 
far he had gone from God he de- 
liberately set himself to realize the 
enormity of his sin, to probe the 
wickedness of it, to lay it all out 
before God. David set himself to 
break up the fallow ground of his 
heart. David made confession, he 
fasted, he prayed, he wept. But 
IT Samuel 12 does not tell all the 
story so we turn back to Psalm 51 
again. There David said: 


“For I acknowledge my trans- 
gressions: and my sin is ever be- 


fore me” (verse 3). David com- 
forted Bathsheba concerning the 
sin and over the death of their 
baby; and God gave them another 
child, the dear Solomon, “and the 
Lord loved him.” Bttt David had 
not dismissed the matter of sin: 
rather he could cry out to God, 
“and my sin is ever before me!” 
David knew how treacherous was 
his heart and what shame his sin 
had caused so David held his sin 
before his face until his heart 
should be thoroughly broken, until 
God should revive him and cleanse 
him! No one will ever beg God 
for a clean heart until he himself 
faces thoroughly the shame, the 
terrible wickedness of his sin! 
David could have given sacrifices 
of sheep and oxen. He said, “For 
thou desirest not sacrifice, else 
would I give it; thou delightest not 
in burnt-offering’” (Psalm 51:16). 
But David set himself to offer sac- 
rifices to God that would bring a 


| real revival in his own heart, a 


revival of fruitfulness and right- 
eousness, so David continued his 
prayer. “The sacrifices of God are 
a broken spirit; a broken and a 
contrite heart, O God, thou wilt 
not despise’’ (Psalm 51:17). David 
offered the sacrifice that God 


wanted, the one that would please 
him, that is, the sacrifice of a 
broken spirit. Oh, may God give us 
grace to seek and find and offer 
willingly this sacrifice so pleasing 
to God, a broken spirit and’a 
broken heart! 


My brother preacher, what you 
need is a broken heart! What your 
ministry needs is the contrite hu- 
mility, the sackcloth and ashes of 
spirit that must precede all great 
revivals of blessing. “They that 
sow in tears will reap in joy,” and 
“He that goeth forth and weepeth, 
bearing precious seed, shall doubt- 
less come again with rejoicing, 
bringing his sheaves with him” 
(Psalm 126:5, 6). No gentle rain 
from heaven ever mellowed the 
earth and made it fruitful like the 
moisture of tears will soften your 
own heart and make it fruitful. 
Beloved reader, let us offer the sac- 
rifices of a broken spirit, for ‘a 
broken and contrite heart God will 
not despise. 


It is good then for Christians to 
have a time when they take no de- 
light in clothes. Indeed we should 
not appear unto men to fast as 
hypocrites wearing long faces, but 
for seasons we should turn our- 
selves away from all delights of 
the flesh. Days of fasting help the 
heart to seek God. If we follow 
the example of Esther and Morde- 
cai (Esther 4:16), of Ezra, (Ezra 
8:21, 23), of Nehemiah, Nehemiah 
1:4), of the people of Nineveh 
(Jonah 3:5-10), the example of 
King Hezekiah, Isaiah and others 
(Isaiah 37:1-4), the example of 
Paul and Barnabas and other New 
Testament leaders (Acts 13:1-3) 
then we will set times of fasting. 
Then our hearts will truly seek 
God, will turn our hearts away 
from laughter and rejoicing that 
we may afflict ourselves and 
mourn. In such cases it is proper 
for husbands and wives to separate 
themselves for brief periods and 
by consent, that they may fast and 
pray (I Cor. 7:5). Sometimes we 
should take particular time to get 
down on our knees when we pray 
and even on our faces and thus en- 
courage our hearts to be humble. 
Sometimes we should take particu- 
lar pains to mortify the deeds of 
the flesh (Romans 8:14), to care- 
fully practice self-denial. George 
Mueller, the great English man of 
prayer, tells how when a ship went 
down at sea with great material 
loss, the owner made a love gift to 
the Lord of thousands of dollars 
seeking thereby to show his love 
and trust and to miss none of the 
sweetness of God’s reproof. “Break 
up your fallow ground; sow not 
among thorns.” 


Pride, Self-will, Self-centered Plans 
Must Be Broken 


Many lives are set in a routine 
that leaves God little control. 
There was not room for Jesus to 
be born in the Inn in Bethlehem 
and so many are so self-controlled, 
so absorbed in our own plans and 
ways that we do not have time nor 
heart for the will of God to be 
done. Our ears are not sensitive 
to the call of the Holy Spirit. Per- 
haps you are so accustomed to 
rising by the alarm clock at a cer- 
tain hour that you would never 
dream of getting up in the wee 
small hours for a vigil of prayer. 
I know not how it is with others 
but when I am nearest to God, 
frequently in the early morning 
long before others are up, I feel 
the sweet wooing of the Spirit call- 
ing me to read and pray and meet 
God. I believe in definite times for 
prayer but sweeter are the times 
when we feel a call to pray and 
break up our plans and leave work 
undone to meet God. 

Every Christian should lay plans 
to win souls, but happy is the 
Christian whose eager heart waits 
sensitively for the Spirit’s leader- 
ship, “Speak to this man, he is 
lost,” or “Go now to the neighbor 
for whom you have been .praying.” 

God help us never to make any 
plans except subject to His will and 
such as we will gladly break, or 
change, or abandon, at the silght- 
est indication that His sweet will 
is otherwise. Let us not withhold

from God our businesses, our 
friendships, our ambitions, our 
hopes, our plans, our hearts — let 
us, oh Lord Jesus, break them up, 
every one, after Thy will. 


Help us to break up our fallow 
ground! 


Sow Not Among Thorns 


Fallow ground, barren ground, 
unbroken ground, brings forth 
weeds. As my father and I rode 
horseback along a road in West 
Texas years ago, he said to me, 
“Son, that man will lose his cot- 
ton crop if he doesn’t watch out.” 

“Lose it?” I said, “How could he 
lose it?” 


“If he doesn’t kill those weeds 
and that grass soon,” my father 
said, “they will get higher than the 
cotton plants, will overshadow 
them and crowd them out and 
there will be no cotton crop.” 


Sure enough, it turned out as my 
father said and that field was 
abandoned as that farmer desper- 
ately tried to kill out weeds in an- 
other patch and save what he 
could of his crop. It is almost use- 
less to sow among thorns and 
weeds on fallow ground... So are 
religious services with hearts un- 
broken, hearts pre-occupied with 
the thorns of worldliness and sin. 
One reason for breaking up our 
hearts, plans, and hopes and break- 
ing up our wills is that we may 
root up these absorbing thorns of 


One day when I was five years 
old my bare feet pattered down the 


furrow following my Uncle Tom. 
To my distress he plowed up some 
beautiful flowers among the corn 
rows. I asked him, “Uncle Tom, 


climbing on the fence, and on the 
corn stalks?” He told me that 
they were morning glories and I 
liked the name, then as I do now. 

I said, “Aren’t they pretty, Uncle 
Tom?” 

He answered back, “They are not 
pretty to me. I wish every one in 
the field were dead. If I grow 
morning glories I can’t grow corn.” 

Some of the things in which you 
delight seem sweet as a morning 
flower but I wonder, dear reader, 
if they can prevent your growing 
corn for the Lord?

So puzzled was he over it all that 
he was determined to find out for 
himself. 


“Hastily Seized the Book" 


One day as he was passing down 
the street a man came up to him. 
Both knew as they looked into 
each other’s eyes that each wanted 
to know the other. The man prof- 
fered a little book to my brother, 
who after glancing in all directions 
to see that no one was in sight, 
hastily seized the book, put it be- 
neath his jacket and hurried back 
to his room. At last he had gotten 
one of the books. 


Once in his room he locked the 
door and opened the Book to the 
first page. It was the New Testa- 
ment written in the Hebrew. He 
began to read and was startled to 
see the names of Abraham, Isaac, 
Jacob and other Jewish names so 
familiar to him (he was reading 
the first page of Matthew giving 
the genealogy of Jesus Christ). A 
leaf falling past his window 
startled him and drove terror into 
him. Then he returned to his read- 
ing. Before he had finished a page 
or two he was already comparing 
it with the Old Testament proph- 
ecies and seeing how marvellously 
they were fulfilled.

assertion, “And thus it is written 
in the prophets,” he immediately 
looked up the reference for him- 
self and discovered that they har- 
monized. The rabbis had said that 


Christians were idolaters, but this 
Book said nothing at all about 
images.

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but it was true. He read the “Song 
of Love” in I Corinthians 13. It 
was the most beautiful thing he 
had ever read. He read it again, 
and immediately the ideal for his 
life became Saul of Tarsus. 

He was simply entranced, he told 
me, with the wonderful knowledge 
contained in this Book, and before 
he realized it, he discovered that 
he had been reading all night long! 


"Filled With A Spiritual Presence” 


Thus, as he read, without anyone 
saying a word to him, he became 
convinced beyond any shadow of 
doubt that the Christ of the New 
Testament, and the promised Mes- 
siah of the Old Testament, were 
one and the same Person; that 
He was the one of whom Moses 
in the law and the prophets did 
write. And he at once accepted 
Him as his own Messiah and Say- 
iour! 


The whole story, as he related 
it, was like a dream to me. Is it 
possible, thought I, that my own 
brother has gone so far as to be- 
lieve on that “hanged one?” But 
I could not deny that a strange 
and wonderful thing had happened 
in his life. His face was suffused 
by a glow which I had never seen 
before. The whole room was filled 
with a spiritual presence as he 
recounted these unbelievable words. 
But I was nevertheless determined 
to have nothing to do with Jesus, 
and told my brother that I would 
rather die than believe on Him. 


About this time we went out for 
lunch, after which we returned to 
the room, and my brother resumed 
his story: 


Since he had been convinced that 
the Messiah of the Old Testament 
was the Jesus Christ of the New 
Testament he felt a release in his 
soul. He knew for a fact that what 
had happened to Saul of Tarsus 
had happened to him. There was 
a peace, a calmness, a holy wonder 
that filled him. The rabbis, he said, 
had kept him in ignorance about 
the most wonderful Book, and the 
greatest Person of all our people. 
He still thrilled over the new ex- 
perience. The answer to all the 
questions of the centuries had come 
to him and every doubt which he 
had ever felt was gone. All of 
which left me dumb for a while 
... I did not know what to say. 


The “Land of the Free” 


The time for my departure drew 
nigh, and broken hearted, I bade 
my brother good bye. I boarded 
the train for Hamburg, Germany, 
and from thence took the steamer 
for the “land of the free.” 


The shores I had left behind 
were rapidly passing out of view; 
they were almost forgotten. As 
I looked out upon the ocean, I felt 
that I was bound for an entirely 
different planet. My dream of years 
would soon be realized! I would 
see money strewn along the streets, 
mine for the picking up! 

Upon my arrival in America I 
received a welcome from my uncle 
and his family fit for a prince. Two 
things one must do, advised my 
uncle, in order to be a success: 
learn the language! and work hard. 
And resolving not to allow a 
minute to be wasted, I immediately 
set out to follow that good advice 
with all my heart and soul. 

But, though everything appeared 
to be running smoothly, neverthe- 
less, I failed to get peace of mind. 
I was restless, unhappy, and — 
worse — I did not know the cause 
of this unrest. Any thought that 
my brother was possibly right in 
his thinking was immediately dis- 
missed from my mind. 


"Letter From Across the Sea” 


Meanwhile I received my first 
letter from across the sea. It was 
from my brother. From beginning 
to end it was a most passionate 
appeal to me to search the Scrip- 
tures, to think over our conversa- 
tion, to see “if these things be so 
or not.” Riches and glory, he 
wrote, would not bring peace to 
me. 

I was so angry when I finished 
reading the letter that I tore it 
to pieces and made up my mind 
not to answer it. But in my calmer 
moments I decided to write. After 
all, I reasoned, he is my brother. 
In my letter to him I did not even 
refer to his appeal. 

Time went by, and another let- 
ter came from him. This time he 
was not only urging me to search 
the Scriptures, but he quoted them 
for me. First prophecy, and then 
its correspo fulfillment. This, 
too, I tore to pieces. I tried to

put my brother and his letters. 
from ‘my mind, but somehow little 
thoughts would spring up within 
me that caused me many restless 
days and sleepless nights. I had 
the utmost faith in my brother’s 
sincerity and could not impugn his 
motives. Surely no shrewd man 
could have misled him who was so 
thoroughly grounded in the history 
and beliefs of his people. Could he 
have lost his mind? But that, too, 
could not be possible since he gave 
every evidence to the contrary. 
What strange power had taken 
possession of him? It was a 
baffling mystery to me. 


5,000 Miles to Win A Soul 


The first sentence of brother’s 
next letter left me speechless. I 
had to read it a number of times 
before I could grasp it. He dilis- 
closed to me his intention of com- 
ing to this country. How foolish. 
of him, I thought, to abandon his 
whole career! But, as I was to 
learn later, he had a definite mis- 
sion to. fulfill here. 


Within a few weeks he arrived 
in this country. It was then I 
learned that his sole object in com- 
ing was to try to win me to Is- 
rael’s Messiah. I wasted no time 
in informing him that under no 
condition would I consider giving 
up Judaism, and there and then I 
made him promse never to dis- 
cuss the subject again. And he 
kept his promise! 


However he did something better 
than preaching the gospel. His life 
spoke for him. He seemed to pos- 
sess a calm and peace that the 
world could neither give nor take 
away, and I had to admit that I 
envied him. It was his transformed 
life which gradually broke down 
all prejudice in me and led me 
to accept Jesus Christ as my per- 
sonal Saviour. 


This is the story of how one copy 
of the New Testament, given to 
my brother, transformed his own 
life; then the lives of a number of 
others to whom it was secretly 
passed; and then caused him to 
travel 5000 miles to another conti- 
nent for the purpose of winning me 
to the Saviour. 

As soon as I was led to the Lord 
I immediately felt a definite call to 
carry the message to my own peo- 
ple. For sixteen years I have been 
laboring here in America, seeking 
to arouse the hearts of Christian 
people to their responsibility 
toward Israel, and having the joy 
of leading many of my own peo- 
ple to a saving knowledge of the 
Lord Jesus Christ.
